Therefofe,  I  would  implore  all  who  accept,  inherit,  or  usurp 
the  responsibility  of  the  spiritual  and  religious  instruction 
of  those  of  any  age,  or  station  in  life,  be  seriously  careful 
that  they  "Pieach  the  Word,"  and  declare  aolhing  with  a 
certainty^  but  that  for  which  they  have  the  undoubted 
warrant  of  God's  Word,  the  Bible,  which  is  our  primary 
source  of  all  information  concerning  the  future  life,  and 
Cod's  plan  of  salvation.  All  others  are  secondary,  and 
human  knowledge  and  science,  even  the  most  advanced, 
being  completely  incompetent  to  reach  beyond  the  gates 
of  death,  but  at  its  portal  to  wait  and  wonder  and  help- 
lessly leave  the  future  in  the  hands  of  God. 

Get  as  near  the  original  Scriptures  as  possible,  and 
never  substitute  Atonement  for  Reconciliation,  Torment 
for  Punishment,  Soul  for  Spirit,  or  Spirit  for  Soul,  Immor- 
tal Soul  for  Living  Soul.  Neither  add  to  nor  omit  any 
word.  Make  no  alterations  whatever.  The  Scriptures 
mean  what  they  say  and  say  what  they  mean. 

I  sincerely  request  any  who  read  this  pamphlet  to 
inform  me  if  they  discover  in  it  anything  untrue,  un- 
scriptural,  improper  or  amiss.  If  I  am  wrong  in  any 
particular,  I  want  to  be  corrected.  I  make  no  pretence  of 
knowing  anything  beyond  "What  is  Written."

AN  APPEAL 

For  Christian  union  and  a  return  to  the  ONE 
Lord,  ONE  faith,  ONE  baptism,  ONE  God 
and  Father  of  AH,  who  is  above  all,  and 
through  all,  and  in  all. 
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In  consequence  of  the  dreadful  condition  in  mat- 
ters of  religion  throughout  the  world,  with  its  widely 
diverging  faiths,  from  pure  idolatry  and  fetish  wor- 
shop,  through  Judaism,  Mohammedism  and  all  the 
Eastern  religions,  up  to  Christianity,  with  its  di- 
visions and  subdivisions,  so  that  it  is  impossible  for 
the  poor,  benighted  heathen  to  know  for  a  certainty 
what  the  true  Christian  faith  is.  And  in  view  of  the 
efforts  towards  church  union,  the  co-operation  of 
denominational  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  socie- 
ties, the  Layman's  Missionary  Movement,  and  all 
other  iuierdenominational  schemes  to  counteract  the 
evils  arising  from  the  divided  state  of  believers,  the 
Church,  the  body  of  Christ,  I  cannot  do  better  than 
adopt  Paul's  words,  and  say,  "Now,  I  beseech  you, 
brethren,  by  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  ^hat 
ye  all  speak  the  same  thing,  that  there  be  no  divisions 
among  you,  but  that  ye  be  perfectly  joined  together 
in  the  same  mind  and  in  the  same  judgment." 

I  have  been  interested  in  this  subject  for  at  least 
forty  years,  working  single-handed,  as  my  limited 
means,  ability  and  time  would  allow.  I  have  adopted 
the  following  as  my  card  and  my  position : 


Sclf-iippointcd  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary, 
without  stipend.  Advocate  of  Christian  union  and 
unity,  corporal  and  spiritual,  by  the  elimination  of 
all  errors  from  all  creeds,  writtei.  and  unwritten. 
The  Hible,  and  the  Bible  alone,  the  first  and  final 
appeal  in  all  matters  of  faith  and  practice.  Absolute 
unity  of  faith,  ryrounded  and  establi.whed  upon  the 
positive  statements  of  the  Word  of  God,  with  abso- 
lute freedom  of  opinion  in  all  tha'  is  figurative, 
inferential,  diflficult  or  obscure. 


I  have  no  private  ends  to  serve,  no  remuneration 
to  expect,  and  no  other  object  in  view  than  the  estab- 
lishi.ient  of  the  true  faith  and  the  complete  union  of 
the  body  of  believers.  IIow  Ci.n  thi-;  worthy  object 
be  accomplished?  At  one  time  it  was  contenaed,  on 
almost  every  hand,  that  the  divisions  of  Christians 
vyas  a  blessing.  I  thank  God  .hat  I  have  lived  suflfi- 
ciently  long  to  see  the  change  of  attitude,  and  that 
to-day  it  is  acknowledged  to  be  a  hindrance,  an  evil, 
and  a  curse.  So  it  seems  to  me  the^'e  never  was  a 
more  opportune  time  for  the  advocacy  of  complete 
union  than  the  present.  This  is  my  excuse  for  put- 
ting forth  my  argument,  in  my  own  way,  the  way  it 
appears  to  me  should  be  the  most  effective :  that  is 
the  inducing  each  individual  Christian  to  read  and 
examine  his  Bible  once  more  with  a  free,  unbiased 
and  unprejudiced  mind,  and  reform  his  faith  to  con- 


form   to  the  liible,  and  not  construe   the  Hible   to 
conform  to  liis  faith. 

All  I  ask  is  that  what  T  shall  present  shall  he  re- 
ceived as  it  is  intondod,  without  malice,  and  without 
prejudice;  that  it  shall  he  jud^  d  fairly,  honestly 
and  righteously.  I  am  not  seeking  controversy, 
discussion,  or  debate.  These,  7  hope  and  desire  to 
create  between  each  individual  and  his  own  Bible. 
I  would  implore  each  oiu'  in  this  investi{?ation,  be 
honest  with  yourself,  your  Bible  and  your  God.  T 
shall  endeavor  to  be  the  same  in  the  presentation  of 
my  case.  If,  in  my  aim  to  make  it  forceful  and 
impressive,  I  appear  to  be  harsh  or  unkind,  if  what 
I  state  is  true,  I  must  be  forjyiven.  It  is  no  personal 
consequence  to  me  or  anyone  else  what  you  believe; 
but  it  is  of  serious  consequence  to  yourself.  Then  be 
earnest  and  careful,  not  oidy  on  your  own  account 
but  also  in  the  interest  of  those  over  whom  you  may 
have  an  influence,  little  or  much. 

^  In  the  present  movement  for  i^nion  and  co-opera- 
tion, the  limit  of  t\e  desire  and  expectation  is  the 
iniv.  denominational  co-operation  and  federation  of 
the  whole  Protestant  Church.  In  all  this  there  is  not 
a  whisper  in  regard  to  uni  .n  in  faith.  There  are 
creeds,  confessions,  and  standards,  each  held  tena- 
ciously by  the  several  distinctive  bodies,  thus  form- 
ing insurmountable  barriers  between  them,  and  yet 
all  claiming  to  hold  the  ChrisHan  faith,  "The  faith 
once  delivered  to  the  saints,"  refusing  to  acknow- 
ledge the  fallacy  and  imposs?bility  of  the  claim — 
which  should  be  clearly  apparent  to  every  mind, 
even  the  extremely  si-nple — that  wY  3re  there  is  flat 
contradiction  it  is  impossible  for  both  to  be  true; 
and  while  it  is  a  deplorable  condition,  it  is  neverthe- 


less  a  fact,  that  there  is  not  an  importatit  doctriin? 
asserted  aiitl  believed  by  one  sect  or  denominalioii 
that  is  not  tlatly  contradicted  and  denied  by  am  t her, 
and  all  within  the  scope  of  Christendoiii— tliat  is, 
those  who  claim  to  be  Christians.  Itomaii  Catholics 
and  Swedenborjjians,  An-jlicans  and  Christadel- 
phians,  Baptists  and  Spiritualists,  l^resbyterians  and 
Unitarians,  Cororregationalists  and  Theosophists, 
Methodists  and  Christian  Scientists,  Lutherans  and 
New  Thought,  Plymouth  Brethren  and  Advent  Chris- 
tiins,  Disciples  and  jMormons,  and  all  other  "ists" 
and  "isms,"  too  numerous  to  mention,  all  claiming 
the  Bible  as  their  guide.  Is  this  not  a  shocking  and 
disgracefml  spectacle  for  the  God  of  heaven  to  look 
down  upon? 

And  is  it  not  a  terrible  reproach  to  our  boasted 
civilization  and  learning,  that,  with  all  our  .schools 
and  colleges,  our  bishops,  priests,  professors,  teach- 
ers and  clergy,  the  Bible  in  the  original  manuscript, 
in  its  translations  into  hundreds  of  languages  and 
dialects,  its  revisions  and  re-revisions,  and  yet  we 
cannot  be  informed  definitely  as  to  what  the  Bible 
actually  states.  We  are  continually  hearing  of  dis- 
putes, discussions  and  debates,  and  not  alone  i-pon 
trivial  matters  and  non-essentials,  but  also  upon 
those  subjects  which  are  considered  of  most  vital 
importance,  such  as:  The  Atonement,  the  Trinity, 
the  State  of  the  Dead,  Hell,  the  Penalty  of  Sin,  the 
Substitution  of  Christ,  the  Reward  of  the  Righteous, 
the  Punishment  of  the  Ungodly,  the  Sacrifice  of 
Christ,  the  Immortality  of  the  Soul,  Baptism,  Resur- 
rection. On  not  one  of  these  subjects  is  there  union 
or  uniformity  of  faith. 

What  is  the  cause  of  all  this  serious  disagreement? 


Is  It  the  Bible  that  is  at  fault?  Is  this  Bible,  of 
which  80  many  millions  have  h.-en  distributed  among 
thj  heathen,  and  the  unlearned,  so  in..eMnite  in  its 
■statements  and  teachMig  that  it  is  impossible  to  dis- 
cover positively  what  salvation  is,  why  necessary,  bv 
whom  obtained,  how  obtained,  when  obtai  ed  'the 
penalty  of  sin,  the  reward  of  the  ri«?hteous,  the  pun- 
ishment of  the  ungodly,  the  mortality  or  immortality 
ot  the  soul,  hell,  the  condition  or  stare  )f  the  dead 
the  resurrection,  what  it  is  and  when  it  shall  occur'/ 
I  claim  that  all  these  subjects  are  plainly  stated- 
that  the  fault  is  not  in  the  Bible,  but  with  the  read- 
ers, \vho,  by  assumption,  infer  .ce,  and  misconstruc- 
tion, force  the  Book  to  say  what  was  never  intended  • 
and  so  prevalent  hps  this  become  that  the  doctrines 
of  the  self-styled  orthodox  evanprelical  churches  are 
so  contradictory  and  absurd  it  would  be  cause  for 
laughter  were  it  not  so  serious.  It  is  styled  ortho- 
doxy. I  would  coin  a  new  word  and  call  it 
absurd  oxy. 

If  they  are  true  and  orthodox,  thev  will  be  reason- 
able, accord  with  the  Scriptures  and  be  valuable.  1 
claim  they  are  contrary  to  the  Scriptures,  untrue, 
unreasonable,  absurd  and  worse  than  worthless' 
These  are  they.  Judge  for  yourself  if  I  state  theni 
fairly,  distinctly  and  honestly.  Also,  if  they  are 
true,  reasonable  and  borne  out  by  Scripture. 

Absurdity  1st.— God  is  three  persons  and  one  un- 
divided being.  A  being  is  a  person,  and  a  person 
is  a  being;  and  yet  God  is  not  three  being.s,  but  He 
is  three  persons. 

Absurdity  2nd.— Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God 
and  God  Himself.  Begotten  of  the  Father  and  co- 
dternal  with  the  Father.    The  first-born,  or  brought 


forth,  of  all  creation,  and  there  never  was  a  time 
when  He  was  not.  He  received  life,  authority  and 
power  from  God,  and  God  raised  Him  from  the  dead 
and  set  Him  at  His  own  right  hand,  where  He  ever 
liveth  to  make  intercession  for  us,  and  at  the  same 
time  He  is  the  Deity,  the  author  and  source  of  all 
lire  and  power.

Absurdity  19th.— The  wa.£?es  of  sin  is  death,  and 
the  sinner  will  be  imprisoned  and  tormented  for  life, 
and  that  life  endless. 

Absurdity  20th.— When  believers  die,  they  go  im- 
mediately to  be  with  Jesus,  not  to  heaven  where 
Jesus  is,  but  to  hades  where  Jesus  is  not,  but  was 
when  He  "sufrered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  was  cruci- 
fied, dead,  and  buried:  He  descended  into  hell 
(hades)  :  the  third  day  He  rose  from  the  dead  and 
ascended  into  heaven,  and  sitteth  on  the  right  hand 
of  God,"  where  the  believers  are  not,  and  will  not 
be  until  after  the  resurrection. 

Now,  while  I  give. those  twenty  examples,  I  by  no 
means  assert  or  claim  they  are  stated  by  others  as  I 
here  state  them.  Of  course  they  dare  not.  The 
contradictions  Would  be  too  apparent,  and  that  has 
been  my  aim  exactly.  I  have  taken  doctrines  which 
are  taught  separately  and  apart  from  each  other, 
brought  them  together,  and  used  such  language  at 
my  command  as  would  make  the  contradiction  most 
glaring,  thus  enabling  one  to  recognize  the  error 
and  discern  the  truth.  I  hope  I  have  succeeded,  for 
I  am  not  writing  this  appeal  for  the  waste-basket.  I 
do  pray  God  it  will  be  of  sufficient  force,  and  contain 
common  sense  and  logic  enough  to  arrest  attention, 
and  cause  the  thinkers  to  think;  and  that  it  will  at 
least  in  some  degree  assist  in  the  greatest,  grandest 
and  most  important  work  in  which  anyone  could 
possibly  be  engaged,  that  is,  the  bringing  together 
Christians  of  all  denominations  into  one  church  and 
one  faith.  "We  had  the  opportunity,  and  might  have 
stood  first  in  the  race,  but  now  w-e  have  to  take  third 
place,  with  China  and  Japan,  so  recently  heathen, 
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in  the  lead,  both    demanding    a    united    Christian 
church  without  division  or  sectarianism. 

The  hindrance  to  arriving  at  the  truth  on  these 
matters  is  the  same  as  in  all  other  cases,  starting 
from  wrong  premises.  There  are  three  doctrines 
considered  to  be  seriously  important,  jealously  held, 
and  yet  for  which  there  is  no  positive  Bible  state- 
ment, and  yet  they  are  the  very  groundwork  and 
foundation  of  the  great  majority  of  churches.  These 
are  the  Trinity,  the  Atonement  of  Christ,  the  Soul 
Immortal.  Strange  as  it  may  appear,  when  these 
doctrines  are  held  so  firmly,  not  one  of  them  is 
stated  in  the  original  Scriptures  nor  in  the  Revised 
Version.  Neither  in  the  King  James  nor  Authorized 
Version  docs  the  word  Trinity  occur,  but  the  word 
atonement  appears  once,  and  once  only  in  connec- 
tion with  our  Lord.  (Rom.  5:  11.)  In  the  Revised 
Version  it  is  changed  to  reconciliation,  which  is  the 
true  meaning  of  the  word  in  the  original.  Likewise 
the  woTd  immortal  occurs  once  in  the  Authorized 
Version  (1  Tim.  1:  17),  here  applied  to  God,  "Unto 
the  King  eternal,  immortal,  the  only  wise  God,  be 
honor  and  glory  for  ever."  Neither  in  the  original 
nor  in  any  translation  of  the  Sciiptures  is  man,  body, 
soul,  or  spirit  said  to  be  immortal. 

'Now,  I  ask,  how  is  it  possible  to  arrive  at  the  true 
Scriptural  faith  when  building  on  a  foundation  that 
has  no  place  in  the  Scriptures,  but  is  absolutely  for- 
eign to  them,  and  opposed  to  them?  Not  only  this, 
if  one  examines  these  doctrines  it  will  be  seen  plainly 
they  cannot  be  true,  because  they  do  not  stand  to- 
gether, but  nullify  and  destroy  each  other.  For 
instance,  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  is  that  Christ, 
the  Son,  is  as  fully  and  completely  the  Deity  as  the 
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Father  is.  If  this  were  the  truth,  how  woulc'  it  be 
possible  for  any  atonement  to  be  made?  Could  God 
make  an  atonement  to  himself?  The  reply  is,  "Oh, 
the  Trinity  is  a  mystery."  It  is  not  a  mystery,  but 
an  absurdity,  which  is  the  cause  of  endless  mischief. 
There  are  many  mysteries  ail  through  the  Scriptures 
and  in  the  works  of  God  on  every  hand,  but  never 
a  single  absurdity.  How  clear,  how  simple,  how 
easy,  how  plain,  when  we  take  the  words  of  the 
Bible  just  as  they  appear.  See  Heb.  9:  14;  '^How 
much  more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ,  who,  through 
the  eternal  Spirit,  offered  himself  without  spot  to 
God,  purge  your  conscience  from  dead  works  to  serve 
the  living  God."  Should  we  say.  How  shall  the 
blood  of  the  second  person  of  the  Trinity  who,  through 
the  third  person  of  the  Trinity,  offered  Himself  with- 
out spot  to  the  first  person  of  the  Trinity,  purge  your 
conscience  to  serve  the  living  Trinity?  It  is  almost 
too  shocking  and  absurd  to  put  into  words. 

Then  again,  if  the  soul  is  the  real  man  and  is  im- 
mortal, that  is,  undying,  and  will  continue  living 
through  all  eternity,  in  such  case  the  atonement 
would  be  useless  and  unnecessary  to  bring  life  and 
immortality  to  man,  as  he  would  have  it  already  in 
his  possession.  Hence  the  doctrine  of  the  immor- 
tality of  the  soul  robs  Christ  of  the  glory  and  honor 
of  being  the  one  through  \Ahom  we  obtain  immor- 
tality, and  the  doctrine  of  the  Trinity  robs  Him  of 
His  being;  for  if  it  was  the  Almighty  God  Himself 
vho  acted  in  the  capacity  of  Son  and '^sacrifice,  there 
could  be  no  Christ  whatever.  And  this  is  not  the 
end  of  the  mischief,  for  there  is  scarcely  a  doctrine 
of  the  Bible  that  is  not  perniciously  effected  by  one

The  advertising  of  these  questions  created  con- 
siderable interest,  and  I  received  replies  from  as  far 
east  as  Nova  Scotia  and  as  far  west  as  California. 

I  am  still  clinging  to  my  custom  of  asking  ques- 
tions, as  by  this  mode  one  is  convinced  from  within 
himself  and  with  acquiescence  of  judgment  and  raa- 
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son.  It  is  rather  noteworthy  that  the  first  work  in 
which  we  read  of  Our  Lord  being  engaged  was  in 
the  temple,  when  He  was  twelve  years  of  age:  he 
was  both  hearing  and  asking  questions.  There  is 
no  more  profitable  way  of  instruclion. 

Later,  I  formulated  other  nine  questions  which  I 
thought  were  even  more  searching.   These  are  they: 

Ist. — What  is  salvation?  Not  the  means  or  plan 
of  salvation,  but  what  is  salvation  itself? 

2nd.-  Where  does  the  Bible  state  God  is  a  trinity — 
three  persons  in  one  God? 

3rd. — Jesus  Christ  being  the  Son  of  God,  is  He  the 
Son  of  the  Trinity? 

4th. — Where  does  the  Bible  state  the  devil  is  no'^r 
ever  was,  or  ever  will  live  in  hell? 

5th. — Where  in  the  Bible  is  there  a  promise  that 
the  righteous  will  go  to  heaven,  with  the  word 
heaven  in  it? 

6th. — In  the  preface  of  the  R.V.  there  is  a  state- 
ment that  sheol  and  hade  is  the  abode  of  departed 
spirits.   Where  does  the  Bible  state  it? 

7th. — Where  does  the  Bible  refer  to  the  soul,  or 
the  spirit,  apart  from  the  body — as  the  man,  being, 
or  person? 

8th.— Was  Christ  our  substitute?  What  did  He 
do  or  suffer  as  our  substitute  that  we  will  not  have 
to  do  or  suffer? 

9th. — Did  the  revisers  do  right  in  changing  the 
word  atonemen'  lo  reconciliation,  where  it  occurred 
in  connection  with  Our  Lord,  and  what  is  the  dif- 
ference in  the  meaning  of  the  words? 

Perfectly  easy  and  simple  to  one  conversant  with 
his  Bible.  A  task  to  one  who  is  not;  and  an  impos- 
sibility for  anyone,  I  care  not  who  he  may  be,  to  give 
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such  answers  as  will  be  truly  consistent  with  both  the 
Bible  and  popular,  or  so-styled  evangelical  teaching. 
yidke  the  tost  yourself.  Take  the  first  question  :  If 
man  is  by  nature  immortal,  and  cannot  die,  but  will 
jive  through  all  eternity,  Christ  or  no  Christ,  which 
is  the  popular  teaching.  Then  what  is  salvation? 
John  3:  Ifi,  "God  so  loved  the  world,"  etc.  Will 
those  Avho  perish  continue  to  live  just  as  long  as 
those  who  have  eternal  life?  Rom.  6:  23,  **\Va^  s 
of  sin  is  death,  but  the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life, 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord."  "Will  those  who 
receive  the  wages  of  sin  continue  to  live  just  as  long 
as  those  who  receive  the  gift  of  God? 

While  I  am  well  aware  the  opinions  T  have  formed 
and  the  conclusions  I  have  come  to,  in  many  cases 
are  plain  to  be  seen,  yet  I  purpose,  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, to  avoid  making  direct  statement  of  my  opin- 
ions in  this  paper.  If  anyone  comes  to  the  same 
conclusions  that  I  do,  I  want  it  to  be  from  the  influ- 
ence of  the  word  and  spirit  of  God,  and  not  from 
any  statement  or  argument  of  mine. 

The  refusal  to  answer  these  questions  by  a  Bishop 
who  was  Superintendent  of  Missions  in  a  Foreign 
Mission  field  was  the  cause  of  my  making  the  follow- 
ing offer  in  writing  to  his  denomination,  and  to  three 
Other  Missionary  Societies  since,  each  of  which  has 
declined  to  attempt  to  earn  the  money.  I  hold  their 
refusal  in  writing.  I  could  give  the  names,  but 
have  determined,  in  this  paper  at  any  rate,  I  shall 
avoid  all  personalities.  T  makp  po  promises  for  the 
future,  but  will  have  to  be  guided  by  circumstances 
and  the  interests  of  truth  and  the  Gospel  of  Christ.

On  the  18th  May,  1905,  I  wrote  a  letter  which  it 
would  be  quite  appropriate  to  reproduce  here,  with- 
out any  alteration  or  omission,  except  the  name  of 
the  assembly  to  which  it  was  addressed. 

Toronto,  May  18th,  190^>. 
Gentlemen: — 

Please  excuse  my  for  vardness  in  addressing  a  let- 
ter to  your  collective  body.  You  may  be  very  cer- 
tain I  feel  the  greatest  interest,  and  realize  the 
extreme  importance  of  your  approaching  work, 
otherwise  I  would  not  presume  to  communicate  with 
you,  uninvited. 

Your  purpose,  without  doubt,  is  to  remove  error 
from  the  creed ;  to  form  a  more  perfect  one ;  to  make 
the  faith  more  simple,  moi^  pure,  more  perfect,  more 
Scriptural.  You  surely  will  not  consider  it  a  griev- 
ous offence  if  one  should  be  so  deeply  interested  in 
your  work  as  to  feel  constrained  to  write  to  you, 
especially  when  he  has  been  thirty  years  ahead  of 
you  in  rejecting  the  very  doctrines  that  you  are  now 
contemplating  to  discard.  My  adherence  to  the 
Bible  and  Bible  statements  was  the  cause  of  my  re- 
jection of  these  doctrines.  I  diseovereJ  the  closer  I 
kept  to  the  Bible  the  more  of  error  I  found  in  my 
theological  training.  It  became  apparent  to  me  the 
major  portion  of  the  creeds  of  Christendom  was 
based  on  inference.     Realizing  the  unstableness  of 
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such  foundation,  I  adopted  four  rules  for  my  guid- 
ance in  the  study  of  the  Bible,  in  conformity  with 
four  truisms  as  follows: — 

1.  There  is  no  contradiction  in  truth. 

2.  Contradiction  is  the  positive  evidence  of  the 
presence  of  error. 

3.  No  true  doctrines  of  the  Bible  ntradict  each 
other. 

4.  The  true  interpretation  of  d  fitjurative,  infer- 
ential, obocure  or  difficult  passage  will  not  be  con- 
trary to,  but  in  full  accord  with,  the  positive  declar- 
ation or  statement. 

Tberef  ore : 

1.  Adopt  no  doctrine  you  cannot  express  in  Bible 
language. 

2.  Base  no  doctrine  upon  any  figurative  or  infer- 
ential passage. 

3.  Base  no  doctrine  upon  any  obscure  or  difficult 
passage  which  can  easily  be  construed  into  opposite 
meanings. 

4.  Let  your  doctrines  be  based  upon  the  positive 
statements  of  the  Word  of  God.  You  will  then  have 
a  positive  faith,  with  a  positive  foundation. 

By  submission  to  these  rules,  I  ask  you  to  right- 
eously consider  the  true  answers  to  the  following 
questions: —

1st. — That  Christ  made  an  atonement  for  us,  or 
opened  up  a  way  of  reconciliation? 

2nd. — That  God  is  three  persons  or  one  person?

ture immortal,  or  that  man  is  mortal  and  can  obtain 
immortality  through  Christ  only? 

12th. — That  the  real  man  is  the  spirit,  and  the  body 
only  the  dwelling,  or  that  which  was  formed  of  the 
dust  IS  the  real  man,  ir\d  the  breath  of  life  gave  him 
animation? 

13th. — That  the  real  man  never  dies;  only  th^ 
dwelling  dies:  or  when  a  man  dies  he  is  wholly  dead 
and  without  hopt  of  a  future  life  but  bv  a' resur- 
rection? 

14th. — That  the  resurrection  is  the  raising  of  the 
body  only,  and  in  his  flesh  Job  shall  see  God,  or  the 
resurrection  is  of  the  whole  man,  and  out  of,  or 
apart  from  his  flesh,  shall  Job  see  God? 

15th.— That  the  body  is  raised  and  united  to  the 
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spirit,  or  that  the  tnan  is  raisi-d  with  a  spirit  b(uly? 

IGth.— That  sprinkling,'  or  pourinj,'  is  baptism,  and 
there  are  examples  in  the  Bible,  or  irnniersion  is 
baptism  and  there  are  no  examples  of  sprinkling  »»r 
pouring? 

17th. — That  Christ  paid  our  debt,  or  that  wo  were 
bought  with  a  price? 

18th.— That  the  righteous  go  to  heaven  when  tlicv 
die,  or  they  remain  unconscious  in  the  grave  until 
the  day  of  resurrection? 

19th. — That  heaven  will  be  the  eternal  abode  of 
the  righteous,  or  that  they  will  inherit  the  earth  and 
dwell  in  it  forever? 

20th.— That  believers  have  the  Kingdom  of  Clirist 
in  their  hearts,  or  that  the  Kingdom  and  doiriitiion 
under  the  whole  heaven  shall  be  given  to  [he  saints 
of  the  Most  High  ? 

21^*.— That  God  will  give  Christ  a  spiritual  king- 
dom, or  that  He  will  give  unto  Ilim  the  throne  of 
his  father,  David,  and  He  will  reign  over  the  house 
of  Jacob  forever? 

22nd.— That  Christ's  Kingdom  is  sot  up  and  He  is 
already  reigning,  or  His  Kingdom  is  not  of  this 
world,  and  He  will  sit  on  the  right  hand  of  God  unti^ 
his  enemies  are  made  His  footstool? 

23rd. — That  man  was  created  an  undying  oroaluro, 
obtains  eternal  life  at  conversion,  goes  to  glory  at 
death,  and  puts  on  immortality  at  the  resuriection. 
or  that,  when  created,  man  had  the  opportunity  of 
continued  life  with  continued  obedience,  by  dis- 
obedience forfeited  the  only  life  he  possessed,  and 
now  has  no  hope  of  a  future  life  but  through  faith 
in  Christ? 

24th. — That  it  should  be  our  expectation  to  go  to 
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heaven,  or  that,  accord:  ig  to  his  promise,  we  should 
look  for  a  new  earth,  wherein  dwelleth  righteous- 
ness? 

25th. — That  there  is  an  intermediate  state  of  con- 
scious existence,  and  partial  reward  and  punish- 
ment for  righteous  and  wicked,  or  that  all  will  bo 
unconscious  between  death  and  the  resurrection  at 
the  coming  of  Christ  at  the  last  day? 

Hence  the  great  importance  of  the  second  coming 
of  Christ,  for  if  He  never  comes,  there  will  be  no 
resurrection,  no  reward  or  punishment,  no  kingdom, 
no  restoration  of  all  things,  no  regeneration  when 
the  Son  of  Man  shall  sit  upon  His  throne,  no  day  of 
redemption  to  which  we  are  sealed  by  the  spirit,  no 
victory  over  death  but  death  will  be  the  victor,  and 
all  remain  in  death  and  under  the  power  of  death 
through  all  eternity.  ''But  thanks  be  to  God  who 
giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ."  **For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man 
came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead;  for  as- in 
Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made 
alive;  but  every  man  in  his  own  order;  Christ  the 
first  fruits;  afterwards  they  that  are  Christ's,  at 
His  coming." 

I  hope  it  will  be  the  earnest  desire  of  every  mem- 
ber of  your  assembly  to  formulate  a  statement  of 
faith  that  will  never  become  obsolete.  If  you  con- 
fine yourselves  strictly  to  the  words  and  direct  ex- 
pressions of  the  Word  of  God,  the  statement  of  faith 
thus  formulated  will  be  as  permanent  as  the  Bible 
itself,  which  will  never  be  obsolete  or  outgrown  by 
any  civilization  to  the  end  of  the  world. 

Yours,  in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 
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Somewhere  in  the  nineties  the  publishers  of  "The 
Kam's  Horn,"  Chicago,  invited  articles  on  a  basis 
for  Christian  Union.  I  sent  my  contribution,  which, 
like  the  former  letter,  I  think  I  cannot  do  better 
than  insert  here  verbatim,  as  it  is  just  what  I  would 
write  to-day,  and  thus  indicates  that  in  all  these 
years  I  have  not  found  cause  to  alter  my  thoughts 
or  opinions  on  the  subject,  and  that  I  was  not  wholly 
idle  in  the  years  that  have  passed. 

How  may  a  creed  be  formulated  to  which  it  will 
be  possible  for  all  Christians  to  subscribe? 

This  may  be  accomplished  by  rigidly  adhering  to 
these  two  simple  rules: 

1st. — Adopt  no  doctrine  you  cannot  express  in 
Bible  language. 

2nd. — Let  your  doctrines  be  based  upon  the  posi- 
tive statements  of  the  Word  of  God. 

iSurely,  if  it  is  a  Bible  doctrine,  Bible  words  can  be 
found  to  express  it.  If  it  is  impossible  to  find  Bible 
,  words  to  express  it,  how  can  it,  in  any  possibility, 
be  a  true  Bible  doctrine?  Then,  too,  in  the  choice 
of  these  Bible  words,  if  only  that  which  is  positive 
is  selected,  there  should  not  be  two  opinions  on  any 
one  doctrine. 

•     I  would  be  exceedingly  pleaded  to  see  "The  Ram's 
Horn"  make  a  trial  or  test  of  this  in  its  columns. 

Remarkable  as  it  may  appear,  and  it  is  what  I  look 
upon  as  so  deplorable,  there  is  scarcely  a  doctrine  of 
the  Christian  faith  on  which  Christians  are  not  di- 
vided. I  should  not  be  able  to  name  any  important 
doctrine  in  which  there  is  any  serious  difference  of 
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opinion  and  belief;  but  when  they  are  so  numerous, 
It  IS  all  the  more  sad.  How  shall  this  be  remedied? 
Ky  avoiding  discussion,  or  even  the  mention  of  it  to 
each  other,  and  this,  too,  for  th  3  sake  of  friendliness 
and  unity  ?  That  is  like  healing  over  a  sore  and  leav- 
ing all  the  corruption  within,  thereby  causing  it  to 
scatter  through  the  system,  and  endanger  the  life  of' 
the  patient.  No,  let  us  probe  the  wound,  to  the  very 
depth,  if  necessary;  use  every  means  to  remove  the 
corruption.  Until  it  is  removed,  there  can  be  no 
united,  healthy  body. 

What  is  it  that  most  hinders  the  conversion  of  Ro- 
manists?   The  dissensions  and  divisions  (f  Protest- 
ants    And  the  greatest  hindrance  to  the  conversion 
ot  the  heathen  is  the  conglomeration  of  creeds,  isms 
and  systems,  from  Romanism  to  Theosophy,  Spirit- 
ualism,  and   Christian   Science,   all   claiming  to   be 
Christian.     "The  union  of  Christendom'!"    Oh    the 
magnitude  of  the  undertaking!    Can  it  ever  be  ac- 
complished?   That  is  not  the  question  for  us.  Rather 
should  It  be  accomplished?    It  certainly  should,  and 
It  IS  every  Christian's  Christian  duty,  to  the  best  of 
his  ability,  to  advance  toward  that  end.    Let  no  one 
shirk  because  of  his  inability  to  accomplish   great 
things,   let   each,   even    to   the   Aveakest,   determine 
to    do    his    little.       "Go    learn    of    the    ant,    thou 
sluggard."       Looking    at    their    hills    of    countless 
grains  of  sand,   and  considerir  x  the  size   of  these  • 
little    creatures,    it    would    seem    to    us    that    they 
had    attacked    a    work    of   tremendous    magnitude: 
yet  there  they  go,  hurry,  scurry,  each  with  his  load 
of  one  single  grain,  each  seemingly  fully  intent  to 
do  his  share.    Could  more,  or  should  m'ore,  be  ex- 
pected of  them?    No;  nor  is  any  more  expected  of 
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us.  Let  us  each  do  oar  share,  oach  do  our  duty,  not 
hang  back  because  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work.  If 
the  work  is  large,  it  requires  all  the  more  workers. 
Many  will  live,  and  work,  and  die  before  it  is  ac- 
complished;  and  though  it  should  never  be  wholly 
and  fully  accomplished,  lot  all  true  Christians  endea- 
vor to  make  it  a  fact  in  their  own  location  and  com- 
munity. Is  there  any  doubt  as  to  what  would  be  the 
result  in  any  locality  or  district  if  oach  Christian 
there  was  determined  there  would  bo  union.  Union 
would  be  the  result;  it  could  not  be  otherwise.  Wliat 
would  be  the  inevitable  result  in  one  locality  would 
be  the  same  in  ;very  locality.  So  the  extent  of  the 
undertaking  rei^olves  itself  down  to  this:  that  we 
indu  every  Christian  to  determine,  to  the  best  of 
his  oi  ner  ability,  to  cause  the  fulfilment  of  the  prayer 
of  our  Lord  and  Master,  "That  all  mky  be  one,  as  I 
and  the  Father  are  one." 

For  cleansing  the  sore,  and  removing  the  corrup- 
tion which  is  preventing  the  unity,  that  is  the  ad- 
vocacy of,  and  faith  in  doctrines  that  are  diametric- 
ally opposed  to  each  other,  my  suggestion  is  tliat 
these  doctrines  be  tested  by  the  Word  of  Cod.  Tt 
is  very  plain,  if  this  investigation  is  to  be  mau  ■, 
someone  is  going  to  be  stabbed  hard.  There  is 
nothing  in  his  practice  that  is  more  p'  >asing  to  a 
physician  than  to  meet  with  a  good-humored,  patient 
patient;  it  is  more  than  half-way  to  a  cure.  Let  us 
all  be  "good-humored,  patient  patients,"  and,  with- 
out murmuring,  submit  to  all  the  stabbing,  probing, 
cutting  and  squeezing  necessary  for  the  cleansing  and 
health  of  the  body. 

My  mode  or  plan  would  be  to  devote  one  page  of 
"The  Ram's  Horn"   to   the   investigation   of  those 
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doctrines,  one  only  to  be  taken  at  a  time,  and  the 
free  expression  of  belief  or  unbelief  in  that  par- 
ticular doctrine  be  requested  from  the  readers  of 
the  Horn,"  to  be  accompanied  by  the  passage  or 
passages  of  Scripture  upon  which  they  ground  their 
taith,  quoting  only  that  which  is  really  positive; 
studiously  and  honestly  avoiding  and  rejecting  that 
which  is  figurative  or  inferential. 

If  this  was  properly  conducted,  I  am  positive  there 
T«.r?u"U  ^®  ^  "^"^^  interesting  page  in  the  whole 
ot  The  Horn."  I  would  advise  that  no  controversy 
be  allowed ;  all  communications  to  be  a  simple  state- 
ment of  faith,  with  the  Scripture  that  is  claimed  to 
establish  it.,  and  a  .few  words  to  call  attention  to  the 
particular  point  or  portion  in  the  passage  quoted 
which  is  most  forceful. 

What  are  the  doctrines  in  which  there  is  a  differ- 
ence of  opinion  and  faith,  and  in  which  we  should 
be  united?  The  Trinity,  the  atonement,  the  penalty 
of  sin,  the  immortality  of  the  soul,  the  constitution 
of  man,  the  spirit,  total  depravity,  substitution,  sal- 
vation, redemption,  resurrection,  hell,  eternal  life, 
eternal  torment. 

The  truth  regarding  these  doctrines  is  in  the 
Bible:  if  it  is  there  we  can  find  it,  and  "There  is  no 
contradiction  in' truth."  If  we  all  grasp  the  truth 
regarding  these  doctrines,  and  hold  and  live  to  it, 
we  will  all  be  of  one  faith  and  united. 

This  work  can  be  done  by  no  single  individual,  it 
requires  the  co-operation  of  individuals,  churches 
and  denominations. 

I  know  of  no  Protestant  church  or  denomination 
that  claims  to  have  the  whole  truth  or  to  be  abso- 
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lutely  without  error.  Then  all  that  each  denomina- 
tion requires  to  do  is  to  get  rid  of  the  error  and 
replace  it  with  the  truth,  if  all  that  is  left  in  the 
creeds  is  truth  there  will  be  no  conflict,  but  all  will 
mingle  harmoniously  together,  though  they  may  vary 
from  the  very  simplest  to  the  most  profound.  I  sub- 
join a  statement  of  faith  to  be  tested  with  the  rest. 


Statement  of  Faith. 

We  accept  the  Bible  as  the  word  of  God,  and  his 
re^-elation  to  man:  upon  it  and  it  alone,  we  found 
ana  establish  our  faith  as  follows: 

1.  There  is  one  God,  and  God  is  one,  the  Father, 
in  whom  are  all  things  and  we  in  him. 

2.  There  is  one  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  God, 
by  whom  are  all  things  and  we  by  him. 

3.  There  is  one  Holy  Spirit,  emanating  from  the 
Father  and  the  Son. 

4.  God  is  the  creator  of  all  things,  and  the  sus- 
tainer  of  the  whole  universe. 

5.  God,  and  by  his  direction,  his  Son  our  Lord,  are 
alone  entitled  to  worship. 

6.  Man  was  made  of  the  dust  of  the  ground. 
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7.  The  man  (Adam)  was  placed  upon  the  eartb 
with  the  opportunity  of  continued  life,  on  condition 
of  continued  obedience. 

8.  Adam  disobeyed,  and  through  his  disobedience 
brought  death  and  all  its  accompanying  evils  upon 
himself  and  the  whole  human  race. 

9.  God,  in  his  mercy,  promised  and  predicted  a 
deliverer  in  the  seed  of  the  woman,  through  the  line 
of  Abraham,  Isaac,  Jacob  and  David:  Shiloh,  Mes- 
siah, who  would  inherit  all  things,  and  be  king  to 
the  people  of  God.    * 

10.  This  Shiloh,  Messiah,  and  his  mission,  were  pre- 
figured and  typified  in  the  sacrifices  and  ceremonies 
under  the  law,  and  predicted  by  the  prophesies. 

11.  These  types,  figures  and  prophesies  culminated 
in,  and  were  completely  fulfilled  by  Jesus  of  Naz- 
areth, whom  we  acknowledge  as  the  Christ,  the  Son 
of  the  living  God. 

12.  This  same  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  do  the 
Father's  will  and  to  accomplish  his  purpose. 

13.  Because  he  humbled  himself,  and  became  obe- 
dient unto  death  even  the  death  of  the  cross,  God 
hath  highly  exalted  him  and  gave  him  a  name  above 
every  name. 

14.  Through  his  death  upon  the  cross,  he  became 
a  sacrifice  for  sin,  and  the  author  of  eternal  life  to

all  who  believe.  '*For  God  so  loved  the  world  that 
he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  in  him,  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlast- 
ing life  " 

15.  God  raised  Jesus  from  the  dead  and  set  him 
at  his  own  ing-ht  hand,  where  he  ever  liveth  to 
make  intercession  for  us. 


16.  This  same  Jesus  will  come  again  in  the  glory 
of  the  Father,  with  all  the  holy  angels,  to  .judge  both 
the  quick  and  the  dead;  then  shall  he  reward  every 
man  according  to  his  deeds. 

17.  The  punishment  of  the  ungodly  is  death.  They 
will  perish,  be  utterly  destroyed,  burned  up  root  and 
branch. 

18.  The  reward  of  the  righteous  is  eternal  life. 
They  will  inherit  the  earth,  renewed  or  restored,  and 
dwell  in  it  forever  w^here  there  will  be  no  more  sor- 
row%  suffering  or  death.  Heirs  of  God  and  joint 
heirs  with  Christ.  Then  shall  the  kingdom  of  God 
be  set  up  and  Christ  Jesus  shall  reign  for  ever.  Of 
his  Kingdom  there  Shall  be  no  end. 

19.  Salvation  is  by  faith  which  must  be  a  living 
faith.  Faith  without  works  is  dead,  and  works  Avith- 
out  faith  is  valueless. 

Now  do  not  for  a  moment  imagine  I  aspire  to  the 
writing  of  a  universal  creed.  Paul  has  already 
written  one,  "If  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy  mouth 
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Jesus  as  Lord,  and  shalt  believe  in  thy  heart  that 
God  raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved" 
(Rom.  10:9).  We  are  not  required  to  believe  that 
Jesu>i  is  the  Deity,  or  that  he  did  not  die,  or  was  alive 
when  he  was  dead,  or  that  he  raised  himself,  but  we 
are  required  to  accept  and  confess  Jesus  to  be  our 
Lord,  and  necessarily  honor  him  as  such.  That  he 
died  and  was  actually  dead  and  that  it  was  God  who 
raised  him  from  the  dead,  and  that  he  is  a  living 
Saviour  and  not  a  dead  one,  thus  indicating  God's 
favour  towards  him,  and  God's  acceptance  of  his 
sa^'rificc  and  life  work.  Beside  this  it  demands  our 
implicit  faith  in  God's  power  to  raise  the  dead. 

Also  a  statement  of  faith  is  not  a  creed,  a  creed  is 
compulsory,  a  statement  of  faith  is  voluntary. 

Then,  perhaps,  I  should  give  my  reason  for  using 
so  many  "I's"  that  is  the  big  ones;  the  circumstances 
and  the  grammar  are  to  blame. 

If  in  this  paper  there  is  anything  that  is  adjudged 
amiss,  I  alone  am  responsible,  and  am  perfectly  will- 
ing to  bear  the  censure.  It  would  not  be  right  for 
me,  in  any  way,  to  give  the  impression  that  I  was 
writing  in  the  interest  of  any  company,  society  or 
church,  that  certainly  would  be  censurable.  To  be 
truthful  and  grammatical  I  was  forced  to  use  the 
"I's,"  and  use  them  big. 

I  "dare  to  be  a  Daniel,  dare  to  stand  alone,"  am 
"only  an  empty  vessel  for  the  Master's  use,"  and 
truly  hope  and  pray  I  may  not  "meet  him  empty- 
handed."
